Introduction 


Overview G 


McGraw-Hill Reading/Language Arts provides a complete array of performance- 
based assessment instruments to support instruction. A wide variety of assessment 
information may be collected, organized, and evaluated through the use of the 
Assessment Portfolio. 


In McGraw-Hill Reading/Language Arts, performance assessment implies the use of 
multiple measures in a wide variety of authentic situations to evaluate what students 
can do. Information collected through various forms of assessment, including tests, is 
used for evaluation, or making judgments about student performance. Portfolios 
provide a tool and a method for organizing and evaluating the results of various 
assessments. 


Performance assessment and the use of portfolios offer wonderful opportunities to 
achieve greater insights for both students and teachers. A comprehensive profile of 
each student includes both formal and informal assessments, such as teacher 
observations, performance tasks, writing samples, classroom activities, reading 
assessments, and self-assessments. 


Our approach to assessment is based on the following principles: 
@ Assessment should be closely integrated with instruction. 


@ Assessment should be based on the notion of progress—evaluating student 
progress toward achieving the goals and outcomes of instruction. 


@ Assessment should be continuous, throughout the school year, and should 
incorporate a wide variety of modes and types of assessment. 


@ Assessment tasks and activities should be direct and authentic, reflecting what 
students actually need to be able to do. 


@ Authentic assessment activities should involve all of the integrated language arts: 
reading, writing, listening, speaking, and viewing. 


@ The program should emphasize self-assessment and cooperative efforts between 
teacher and students, among student peers, and involving parents. 
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The Concept of Progress 


McGraw-Hill Reading/Language Arts emphasizes strategy-based instruction in 
reading and integrated language arts, including writing, listening, speaking, and 
viewing. Strategy-based instruction teaches students to use thinking processes: it 
differs significantly from skill-based instruction, which teaches isolated skills. 


The strategy-based approach has profound implications for assessment. The 
foundation of the program, reading as a process of constructing meaning, does not 
change significantly from one grade to another; what changes is the complexity of the 
reading material and the sophistication with which students apply strategies. 
Essentially, the assessment component is designed to measure this concept of 
gradual progress, to ensure that students meet the program goals and outcomes at 
each level. 


Each Unit Assessment provides an integrated set of activities emphasizing literature 
and authentic performance tasks, and these activities are based on reading, writing, 
and listening strategies. Each assessment includes: 


@ Literature selections and comprehension questions 
@ Vocabulary strategies 

@ Phonics and decoding 

@ Study skills and information resources 

@ Listening comprehension tasks 


@ Writing activity 
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Assessment Options 


Portfolio-based assessment incorporates a variety of both formal and informal 
measures. Formal assessments of reading, writing, and listening include: 


@ Unit Assessment 
@ Mid-Year Assessment 
@ End-Year Assessment 


There are several ways to use these assessments. Two recommended alternatives are 
described below. Either approach will help provide a profile of a student's progress 
throughout the school year. For the assessment in each unit, there are two forms: 


The Multiple-Choice form, which consists of traditional multiple-choice questions and 
writing prompt. 


The Comprehension Prompt, which requires an extended written response to a 
literature selection. The Comprehension Prompts spark a separate response to each 
of the selections in the Unit Assessment. 


Assess after each unit or after Units 1-3 and Units 4-6. Your choice from among the 
forms might be determined as follows: 


@ If you want or need a quick-scoring test, the Multiple-Choice form might be most 
effective. 


@ |f you want to assess students’ abilities to write extended responses to literature— 
without the study skills and listening tasks—then the Comprehension Prompts 
would probably work best for you. 


All forms of the Units Assessments are designed as formal assessments. However, 
you may choose to use them in other ways. For example, the Comprehension Prompts 
may be used as group discussion topics or as topics for independent writing. 
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Scheduling Assessments 


You may choose to give an entire assessment in two or more sittings, or you may 
choose to give only some parts. 


Deciding which parts to administer will depend mainly on whether students have 
received instruction and/or need practice on the content measured by each part. 


The Unit Assessments are not intended to be timed. However, for scheduling and 
planning purposes, the chart below shows the number of questions and the estimated 
time required to administer the complete assessment. (For more detailed information 
about each assessment, see later sections of this manual.)

In a criterion-referenced assessment, it is critical for children to understand exactly 
what they are expected to do. You should become familiar with the directions in this 
manual and with the test questions before giving the assessment in order to 
administer these tests efficiently and make the directions understandable to children. 


Before testing, make sure that each child has a copy of the assessment booklet. For 
most of the assessment, children may either write their answers directly in the booklets 
or on separate pieces of paper. 


During the test, monitor children’s test-taking behavior to make sure that each child is 
following the directions, is on the correct question, and is writing responses in the 
correct places. You should feel comfortable answering questions about procedures 
and materials, but not helping them answer the questions or understand what they are 
reading. 


After testing, make sure that each child has written his or her name on the test booklet 
and/or on the separate piece of paper used to write responses. 


Specific directions for administering the assessments begin on the next page. 


In the directions that follow, the sections in italic print are intended to be read aloud to 
children. The rest of the directions are intended for the teacher only and should not be

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# Procedures 


Overview 


For each unit, there are two forms of the Unit Assessment: the Multiple-Choice form 
and the Comprehension Prompts. This section of the manual provides directions for 
administering and scoring the Comprehension Prompts. 


Description of Comprehension Prompts 


The Comprehension Prompts are designed to provide an alternative method for 
assessing comprehension through a fully developed written response. There is one 
Comprehension Prompt for each literature selection in each unit: fiction or nonfiction. 
Children read the selection and answer a single question by writing a response. 


The literature selections in each Unit Assessment are written at a level of difficulty and 
complexity comparable to those of the reading materials in the unit, and 
representative of the context in which the strategies and skills have been modeled 
and applied during instruction. The Comprehension Prompt itself is a question that 
requires comprehension of the reading selection and the application of strategies and 
skills taught in the unit. 


Directions for Administering the Comprehension Prompts 


To administer the Comprehension Prompts, follow these procedures: 


1. Hand out copies of the Unit Assessment, which includes the two literature 
selections. 


2. Write the Comprehension Prompts for a particular unit on the chalkboard. 


3. When children are ready, read these directions: 
You are going to read two literature selections and answer a single question about 
each one. To answer each question, you will write two or more sentences on a 
separate sheet of paper. Make sure your answer is complete. 


4. Have children read the first selection silently. Then read the first prompt aloud and 
make sure the children understand what they are expected to do. Remind them to 
write their responses on a separate sheet of paper, with their name and the date at 
the top of the page. 


5. When children have completed their responses for the first prompt, continue in the 
same way with the second prompt.

Directions for Scoring the Assessments 


For scoring purposes, there are two different parts of each Unit Assessment: multiple- 
choice questions and a writing prompt. Each type of question is scored in a different 
way, as explained in the following paragraphs. 


Multiple-Choice Questions 


Numbered items (1-25, for example) are multiple-choice questions. These questions 
measure Comprehension Strategies in Reading, Vocabulary Strategies, Phonics and 
Decoding, Study Skills, and Listening. Responses to these questions should be 
marked right or wrong, and the results may be recorded on the individual student's 
Evaluation Chart found on the back cover of every test. 


Writing Prompt 


The second part of the assessment is the writing prompt. We recommend that you 
read each student's response, and score it by using the Six-Traits scoring method, 
described later in this manual. However, you may also wish to score the writing 
samples using an Analytical Approach, so we have included a Writing Analysis Chart 
for scoring the writing samples analytically. 


Scoring methods and criteria for the types of questions in both parts of the Unit 
Assessments are explained in the following pages, with example student responses to 
illustrate how to interpret answers to Writing Prompts. Forms for scoring and 
evaluating assessments are provided at the end of this section. These forms may be 
copied for your use. 
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Scoring 


Comprehension Prompts 


For additional written-answer responses you may substitute the comprehension 
prompts, found in Part 3 of this Teacher’s Manual, for the multiple-choice 
comprehension strategy questions. Scoring the answer to the comprehension 
prompts follows the same scoring method for the Writing Prompts with additional 
emphasis on specific content. Acceptable responses to the comprehension prompts 
may be found in the answer key in this part of the Teacher's Manual. 


Scoring the Writing Samples 


The writing task in each assessment presents a writing prompt and requires students 
to produce writing samples. Each writing prompt requires a certain mode of writing 
(description, how-to, narrative story, etc.), and the scoring criteria reflect differences in 
writing tasks. 


Writing samples may be scored and evaluated in a number of different ways. Two 
basic approaches are explained below. 


Six-Trait scoring relies on the concept that every piece of writing should possess or 
satisfy certain traits or characteristics. The reader evaluates the overall quality of the 
writing in relation to specified traits or characteristics. For example, the trait might be 
“The student tells an entertaining story,” or “The student describes a place with vivid 
adjectives.” Again, the reader assigns a score of 1, 2, 3, or 4 to each piece of writing. 


This method is relatively fast and easy to use. The second method, analytical scoring, 
is Somewhat more involved. Analytical scoring relies on evaluation of the many 
aspects of a piece of writing, such as main idea, use of details, grammar, 
capitalization, and spelling. The reader marks errors and problems in the writing and 
derives a score by counting the number of errors.

The Evaluation Form may be used at any time during the school year to record and 
evaluate information about students’ knowledge and use of reading strategies, 
interests, attitudes, and appreciation. 


The Unit Assessment Class Summary may be used to record scores for the entire 
class on each Unit Assessment. The Class Record may be used to record all 
students’ scores on all the Unit Assessments given during the year. 


Student Scoring. Students can learn quite a lot by reviewing the answers and 
scoring their own assessments. The scoring activity could become a group 
discussion about why certain answers are right or wrong—which then becomes a 
discussion of the literature selections and other activities. This approach to scoring 
strengthens the cooperative nature of assessment in this program and will help to 
improve students’ perceptions in their own self-assessments. 


If you wish to use the “student option” to score these assessments, follow the 
procedure described on the next page. Read the scoring directions to the students 
and work through the answers. You may wish to check students’ work after they pass 
in their tests and charts. 


Scoring Procedure 


Using the Evaluation Chart found at the end of each Unit Assessment, Mid-Year 
Assessment, and End-Year Assessment, score the assessments by following this 
procedure: 


ais Mark each incorrect item on the Evaluation Chart by placing an X over 
the item number. 

a Count the number of correct responses for each subtest and write the number 
in the “Student Score” box. 

S: Add the subtest scores (number correct) to determine the total test score. 

4. lf you wish to compute percentage scores for each skill, strategy or the total 


test, you may write the percentage scores in the appropriate boxes. 


Find Percentage Scores. The Evaluation Chart provides a score for each skill or 
strategy and a total score for each assessment. The score from the chart is expressed 
in terms of the number of items answered correctly divided by the total number of 
items in the skill, strategy or total for the test (for example, 12/16). A student who 
answers 12 to 16 items correctly has achieved a percentage score of 75% (12 divided 
byal6 =a/;-OF 707). 
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Scoring 


To convert each skill, strategy or total test score to a percentage, you may use the 

Conversion Table inside the back cover of this manual. To use this table, find the 
number of items answered correctly in the column on the left. Then find the column ¢. 
showing the total number of items at the top. Where the row and column meet is the 

percentage score. 


Example: A student scores 12 out of 16 correct in Comprehension. Find the number 
12 in the left-hand column. Then go across the row to the “16” column. The number 
where the row and the column meet is the student's percentage score: 75%. 


Passing Scores 


The Unit Assessments are criterion-referenced tests, and this kind of test is generally 
scored in relation to a criterion score, or cut score. A student who achieves the 
criterion score or higher has passed the test; a student who scores below the criterion 
score does not pass. 


The primary focus of assessments in this program is to measure student progress 
toward achieving the goals and outcomes taught at each level. From this viewpoint, a 
student's percentage score on the Unit Assessment implies a range of progress. The 
Evaluation Chart is designed as an aid in determining and record the student's range 
of progress: for example, the student may score in the 70-79% range. The most 
important criterion may not be the student's score on a single test, but the progression 
of scores on the Unit Assessments from the beginning of the year to the end. 


The Unit Assessments are designed for scoring by skills and strategies, and by total 
test. If you choose to apply a criterion score in judging the student's progress, we 
would recommend a criterion score in the 60-70% range. In other words, a student 
should attain a score of at least 60-70% correct on the total test to achieve a passing 
score. In Writing, the criterion score would be a 2 or better (on the 4-point scale). 


You may wish to set higher or lower criterion scores based on the range of student 
scores in your classroom or the length of time using the program. 


Students Acquiring English. !n all aspects of scoring and evaluating assessments, 
special considerations may be needed for students acquiring English. The range of 
progress achieved by each student, from one assessment to another, should be 
considered more important than specific passing scores. 


Interpreting And Using Results 


In McGraw-Hill Reading, assessment information for each student should be derived 
from a variety of sources in the student's portfolio: for example, results on the Unit 
Assessment, writing samples, performance tasks, classroom observations, and self- 
assessments. The student's performance should not be evaluated on the basis of one 
test or one activity. 


Results on the Unit Assessments may be most useful in providing objective data to 
consider along with other kinds of information. These results may be used as one of 
several sources of information for evaluating student performance. In all cases, results 
should be interpreted in relation to the purpose of the assessment and the program 
goals and outcomes for each level. 
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Placement Decisions. In some cases, you may feel that one or more students 
should begin the year at a higher or lower level in the instructional program. For these 
Students, you may wish to collect additional assessment information. If so, try this 
approach: 


1.Review the student's past performance: for example, portfolio records from the 
previous year. 


2. Talk with the student about the Evaluation Forms for Reading Strategies, Interests, 
Attitudes, and Appreciation. Talking with the student may reveal information that is 
helpful in interpreting test results. 


3.Administer the Individual Reading Inventory and Running Record in the 
Diagnostic Placement/Evaluation Book, which is designed to help you collect more 
detailed information about each student. Results can be used to determine the best 
instructional level for the student. 


The assessment information gathered from various sources can be used to determine 
instructional placement and to develop an instructional plan that emphasizes specific 
areas for each student. 


Planning for Reteaching 


The Unit Assessments, Mid-Year Assessment, and End-Year Assessment are 
designed to measure student progress. Results from these assessments may be used 
to determine needs for reteaching. However, it bears repeating that results from the 
Unit Assessments should not be used as the sole source of information for evaluating 
students. The portfolio is designed to help provide a comprehensive profile of each 
student; assessment should be continuous and ongoing throughout the unit and 
throughout the school year. 


The need for reteaching should be determined on the basis of progress: Has the 
student shown adequate progress in reteaching the goals stated for the unit? 
Performing poorly on one activity or missing a few questions on specific skills should 
not automatically be interpreted as failing to make adequate progress. For students 
who do not seem to be making adequate progress, 


You may want to do some reteaching with individual students by going back to the 
literature in the current unit. 
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Reteaching needs may also be based on the instructional notion that students can 
learn thinking strategies which can then be selected and applied when needed. The 
strategies do not change significantly from one unit to another, but the student learns 
more strategies and gets better at using them. Instruction is a recursive process, SO 
strategies that the student has not learned well in this unit will be taught again in later 
units. 


@ You may want to note areas in which students are having difficulties and emphasize 
these areas in the next unit by providing additional practice or individualized 
guidance. 


Given these instructional principles, the most effective way to provide additional 
instruction for students is to teach strategies in alternative contexts. In all of the 

instructional materials, strategies are derived from the literature and are closely 

integrated within each domain (Reading, Writing, and so on).
